It 
was also learned that the British 
patrol toat which sank the sub- 
marine, flew an American 
flag 


while approaching the scene. Just 
Before she was ready to open up 
with her guns, the American flag 
lettered down to her deck and 
:he British ensign was hoisted in 
its plaee. 


This German 
submarine 
was 


snnk on August 19, the day the 


Arabic was torpedoed and not far 
from the scene of that tragic 
event. This gave rise to the re- 
port and belief in Great Britain 
that the Arabic's assailant had 
boon sent to the bottom. 


On board the Lapland, which 


arrived here today from Liver- 
pool was Dr. 0. B. Bauks, of Min- 
neapolis, a veterinary who was 
aboard the Xioosiau when she was 
shelled.. Dr. Banks, when asked 
about the sinking of the 
sub- 


marine, 'declined to. discuss that 
phase.of. the matter, but confirmed 
the report that a patrol boat did 
appear ih'ying the American flag 
.mil that this flag was lowered be- 
fore the firing began: .

.5,000 prisoners have been taken, 
according to Petrograd's reports. 
Phis was the case at Tarnopol, the 
inssians were unable.to follow up 
he advantage gained at Trem- 
Dowla, owing to their inferiority 
and the Austriaus were not pushed 
beyond 
the line of the 
river 


Sereth. 


Basing its judgment on reports 


that the Germans are fortifying 
themselves strongly in the vicin- 
ity of Vilna, together with the 
trend of events on the southern 
wing of the eastern front and the 
slow progress of the Teutonic cen- 
ter the British' feeling -is that ces- 


sation of the Austro-Germaii of- 
fensive in the east may be' at 
hand. 


Such a development would spell 


victory for that faction of the 
German general staff which was 
argued that the lengthening of 
communication was involving too 
much risk to warrant a further 
advance. 


I'Yench and German claims are 


so contradictory that it is im- 
possible at this time to obtain 
a clear view ot the situation in the 
Argonnc where the German crown 
prince is reported to have made 
considerable progress. The French 
nrc attempting to recover tlie lost 
ground, which the Germans assert 
includes the fortified position at 
llnrie Theresc. It is likely that 
this region will witness some ot 
the bitterest lighting in the west 
during the next ten days.

target ol criticism, but of Chief McCarty it:can be truthfully said 
that he discharged his duties faithfully tad with a minimum ol 
friction or criticism. He was courteous and considerate, but firm, 
in his administration. He kept his duty ever before him and he 
tried to do what was right.

The Chief was also noted for the kindliness with which he 


treated his subordinates and no chief o£ recent years so enjoyed the 
respect and esteem of the1 men under him as did Mr. McCarty.

This inquiry is mado in a letter received Thursday—"If the 


milk inspector's salary (see Morning Star) should be $2,000, what 
ought the mayor's salary be and what is it!" 
This was signed 


Taxpayer. Answering the last question first, the mayor's salary 
is $1,800 a year, "and it could stand a few hundred increase if all 
occupants of the office devoted their entire time to its duties. 


As to the Milk Inspector, it seems to us that $2,000 a year 


would be. out of reason for a town • the size of . Portsmouth. 
We 


should have an inspector of milk and he should be paid adequately 
lor his work, but necessarily it occupies only a portion of his 
time. .The importance of pure milk cannot he oVer-estimated. It 
is a fact attested^-by the best medical research that milk is jt pro- 
lific carrier: of disease germs and the ones, who are affected most 
are the babies and the little children. 
Experience 
has shown 


that rigid inspection and rigid enforcement of the law is the only 
Tvay the sale of milk can be regulated ir- a city, and every resident 
of Portsmouth is,'or ought to be, .vitally -interested in the 
effort 


to raise .the standard of milk here.

CANCER AMONG WOMEN. 


(Journal of the American Medical Association ) 


Out of 29,883 deaths of women from all forms of cancer in 


the United States,registration area in 1913, eancer of the breast 
accounted for 4,514, or nearly one seventh. Since the registration 
area covers only 60 per cent of the population of the country, and 
bince the cancer death rate in gencial is not yet decreasing, prob 
ably a total of between 7,000 and 8,000 women die every year from 
this single, forin.'.of malignant disease. This is more than twice.as 
many as die of .appendicitis. When it is remembered that cancer 
of the breast is curable, and from its very nature, gives . early- 
evidence of its presence, this total loss of life seems,-and in factj 
i" absolutely needless. 


The responsibility for this sacrifice to ignorance must be laid 


to delay on the part of. the patient, or to incompetent advice. It is 
20 fault of the cancer, for there is visible evidence of its presence 
long before it has ceased to bo a local and removable ; enemy"" 
But both patient and physician may answer, "Yes, I knew 
there 


was a tumor; but it did not hurt and J did not suspect 
it was 


serious.'1 Lumps or tumors of the breast are always serious and 
presumably- malignant until the contrary is established. Pain, 
iraiortunately for the patient, seldom begins in time to drive her 
to seek relief-in the curable stage. 


Over 80 per cent of tumors of the breast are malignant or po- 


tentially BO. Every patient 'with' early cancer of the breast, every 
physician consulted on account of it, should know that prompt, 
and radical surgical treatment offers .almost certain success. It.is 
the only cure that is at all reliable.' By the evidence of the micro- 
Wiope, by •animal'-experimentation, and -by clinical and surgical ex- 
perience, cancer has been proven beyond question to begin as a 
strictly local disease. If then it i? removed, in the early stage, be- 
fore any involvement of adjoining or distant- organs takes place, a 
cure is practically certain. If it is not attended to in its incipiency, 
nml is allowed to run its course, cancer of the breast will as a 
rule prove fatal iu about three years. 


Cancer of the breast does.not return when it is thoroughly re- 


moved. It was long believed that a recurrence, was, as its name im- 
plies, a return of the cancer after it had been completely removed. 
The present and .undoubtedly the correct view is that in such cases 
the original malignant growth was not entirely removed. In other 
words, tile recurrence is a definite and direct continuation of the 
original growth, of which at least a part was not removed. In too 
runny such cases it is the patient who needlessly sacrifices her life 
by waiting too long, or by foolishly giving up the moment she hears 
the word "cancer." Remember that the surgeon cannot perform a 
miracle and extirpate the disease after1 it has had time to spread far 
from its local beginning. But remember, alho, that probably four- 
iifths of all cases that arc taken in hand immediately, by. a good 
Burgeon are cured. 
'
